AUSTIN — Gov. Greg Abbott’s admin- 
istration is trying to avoid mailing health 
insurance cancellation notices to nearly 
half a million children three days before 
Christmas. 

Unless it can get $90 million more in 
federal funding, though, Texas will end its 


Children’s Health Insurance Program on 
Jan. 31. It would send notices about the 
program’s termination to affected families 
on Dec. 22. More than 400,000 children of 
the working poor are covered under CHIP, 
as the state-federal program is known. 

It has enough money to last through 
January, but Congress has balked at reau- 
thorizing the program. 

The state Health and Human Services 
Commission, which runs Texas’ version, re- 
quested $90 million from the federal Cen- 
ters for Medicare and Medicaid Services. 
That would allow CHIP to continue in Tex- 
as through February. If the federal agency 
does not agree by Dec. 9, the commission 
would prepare to end the program in Janu- 
ary and refer families to the Affordable 
Care Act’s online health insurance market- 
place. But there are many concerns about 
moving families from CHIP to healthcare. 
gov, according to Adriana Kohler, senior 
health policy associate for the advocacy 
group Texans Care for Children.

WASHINGTON — North Ko- 
rea launched an intercontinental 
ballistic missile early Wednesday 
that flew both higher and longer 
than previous such tests, with ex- 
perts calculating that it could the- 
oretically reach Washington, D.C. 


North Korea claimed that the 
entire U.S. mainland was within 
reach after “successfully” testing 
the new missile, which it called the 
Hwasong-15, and said it could car- 
ry a “super large heavy warhead.” 

“With this system, we can load 
the heaviest warhead and strike 
anywhere in the mainland United 
States,” North Korea’s most fa- 
mous newsreader, Ri Chun Hee, 
said in a special live broadcast on 
state television. “This missile is far 
more technologically advanced
